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A Prophetic Address 


(Delivered June 24 1939) 


(The following speech was made almost ten 
years ago by a man whom we believe to be an 
outstanding patriot, a profound thinker and one 
of the greatest patriots in America. Although 
it is ten years old, we feel that it is timely in the 
light of present conditions. Ed. note.) 

* * * 

My friends, some powers, some intelligences 
certainly are responsible for the planned misrule 
which characterizes our age — the misrule which 
finds expression so often in government with 
its opposition to Christ and His principles; the 
misrule which is responsible for the policies that 
generate poverty, oppresson, hatred and war; 
the misrule which condemns the supernatural 
life established by Christ and which supports 
the theory that the sermon on the mount, the 
parable of the vineyard and the entire gospel 
of Christ should be ostracized from business, 
commerce, education, finance and government. 


“It is not prudent for Christians to insist upon 
the practices of Christianity in their everyday 
lives,” say some, “because'it begets intolerance, 
stirs up animosities and is counter to the rights 
of minorities.” 


Not prudent! St Paul calls this kind of pru- 
dence which banishes Christ and Christ’s prin- 
ciples from government and public inStitutions 
as the “wisdom of the flesh” and the “death of 
the soul” because it is not subject to the law 
of God. neither can it be (Romans viii; 7.) 


Leo XIII characterizes this as cowardice al- 
though some Christians regarded him as a rad- 
ical for saying so; and although many more paid 
little heed to his pleas for reorganizing a strong, 
courageous Christian front.

Speaking particularly of Christian public ser- 
vants such as governors, legislators, judges — 
public servants who, it seems,, are more: ambi- 
tious for personal political power and prestige 


“than for the Kingdom of Christ — Leo XIII 


said: “As to those men who take part in public 
affairs, they should avoid with the very utmost 
care two criminal excesses: so-called prudence 
and false courage. Some there are, indeed, who 
maintain that it is not opportune boldly to attack 
evil-doing in its might and when it is in the 
ascendant, lest, as they say, oppostion should 
exasperate minds already hostile. Such. men 
make it a matter of guesswork as to whether 
they are for the Church or against her. On the 
one hand, they give themselves out as professing 
the Christian faith, and yet wish that the Church 
would allow certain opinions, at variance with 
her teaching to be spread abroad with impunity.” 


Traceable to his criminal excess on the part 
of so-called Christian public officials — kings, 
presidents, congressmen, governors and judges 
—-is the advance made by the rulers of the pow- 
(Encyclical 


letter, “Sap. Christ.’’) 


At a later date, Pius X, recognizing the steady 
growth in power and prestige of those who are 
hostile to the Christian social order even in coun- 
tries where Communism had not yet been ac- 
cepted as the scheme of, life — at a later date 
this Pontiff pleaded with the Christians through- 
out the world to set aside their apathy, their 
false prudence, their “wisdom of the flesh.” The 
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Unless you, the American people, become suf- 
ficiently awakened and take enough time to think 
fori yourselves about the power behind Com- 
munism, red atheists will enslave this country 
as surely as they have sixteen European coun-

tries. 





occasion of this plea’ was the beatification of 
Joan of Arc on December 13, 1908. She was 
the saint sent to remind the world of the super- 
natural political guidance of God and of the 
Christian organization of Europe which was the 
glory of the 13th Century. Referring to her 
heroism as contrasted with the timidity of so 
many Christians in our day, Pius X said: “In 
our time more than ever before, the chief strength 
of the wicked lies in the cowardice and weak- 
ness of good men. . . All the strength of Satan’s 
reign is‘ due to the easy-going weakness of 
Christians. 


The enemies of Christianity are the world, the 
flesh and the devil — the world with its natural- 
istic philosophy that spurns supernaturalism ; 
the flesh, with its allurements; and the devil 
with his false philosophy, his text book of lies 
and his retinue of defamers. With these there 
is nO compromise. ’ 


“You are either with Me or against Me,” ad- 
vised Christ. Therefore, the spirit of Christian- 
ity, calumniated as it may be by the spirit of our 
opponents, bids us to grm ourselves with the 
sword of the Spirit (which is the word of God) 


.and the shield of faith. 


There is much agitation in Christian circles 
about the advances which Communism is making 
in our midst. There is also diversity of opinion, 
it seems, whether or not Communism one day 
will gain control of our destinies in America. 


Learn this lesson thoroughly: Communism 
is only one manifestation of the power of the

The story of the activities of Communist agents 
within our Federal Government has been de- 
scribed as another “Canadian Spy Case”. It is 
more than that. Attempts to force a parallel 
with the Canadian case only obscure the fact 
that Congress is on the trail of something more 
insidious and more important than espionage. 


The committees under Senator Ferguson and 
Representative Thomas have already done one 
invaluable servicé. They have made it clear 
that we are not dealing with the activities of 
the Communist “Party”, but of the Russian 
NKVD.. 


The Communist “Party” is not an American 
political party. Like the Russian Army, it serves 
the military purposes of the Soviet Government: 
Control of such an important military instrument 
could not be left to the aging, small-bore poli- 
ticians who seem to head American Communism. 
This American “Party” is merely one branch of 
the hugé network under control of the NK VD. 


Congress is now working toward tlie real 
question: what are the aims and activities of 
the NKVD-MVD on American soil? Mr. Cham- 
bers in a little-noticed statement said they are 
not primarily espionage. No one asked what 
they are. The answer is that the NKVD is en- 
gaged in placing its agents in key positions in 
American life in order to direct our policies to 
our’ self-destruction. 


NKVD penetration. into the Federal Govern- 
ment is part of a larger pattern for penetration 
into colleges, schools, the armed forces, private 
business, and the general communication of ideas. 
The work of the separate arms is synchronized 
from Moscow, by a few directing heads, into 
a smooth-working force of political “com- 
mandos”. These seek to seize the commanding 
heights of American Society, and thereby take 
over our country without any serious revolution- 
ary violence. 


“It can’t be true”, say the pseudo-liberals. 
“The Grand Jury would have indicted. The FBI 
would have proved them guilty.” But guilty 
of what? Most American followers of the NK VD 
have committed no crime. They have violated 
no law. We have no law compelling Government 
employees to propose only ideas that are for thte 
good of their country.

The NKVD has been endeavoring to infiltrate 
the Federal Government since 1933. The first 
circle was evidently set up in the Department 
of Agriculture. Dr, Wirt told us about links in 
the Office of Education. " 


Recruits were obtained from cells in the col- 
leges. Stalin ordered his followers to penetrate 
the American colleges as far back as 1929, when 
he saw that the depression was serious. This 
is documented in the reports of the Rapp-Coudert 
Committee of the New York legislature. 


Each cell divided and bred others. Directors 


of the NKVD sat with their maps of the “ter-

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mystical body of Satan. Leave it to future gen- 
erations to name its next manifestation — but 
be not deceived. If not Communism, then some 
ether “ism” will succeed in overthrowing the 
last vestige of organized Christianity in our 
midst. To prevent this we must act now. Let 
us cast aside our indifference, our false toler- 
ance, our criminal prudence, and organize thor- 
oughly to re-establish the social order of Jesus 
Christ for the protection of our nation against 
the incursions of a diabolical philosophy of in- 
ternationalism which is well organized amongst 


us. 
The great St. Thomas is my authority for 


stating that “Our parents and our native land, , 


by whom and in which we have been begotten 
and reared, are also principals of our existence 
and guidance. Accordingly, after God, a man 
is most indebted to his parents and his country.” 


Contrary to this is the new naturalism and 
internationalism which rejects both God and 
patriotism. 
condemned the naturalism which was rampant 
in his day, went on to say: “The advent of a 
universal republic, which is longed for by all the 
world’s worst elements of disorder, and con- 
fidently expected by them, is an idea which is 
now ripe for execution. From this republic, 
based on the principles of absolute equality of 
men and community of possessions, would be 
banished all national distinctions. Nor in it 
would the authority of the father over his chil- 
dren, or of the public power over the citizens, 
or of God over human society, any longer be 
acknowledged. If these ideas are put into prac- 
tice, there will inevitably follow a reign of un- 
heard-of terror.” — 


Shame on those men who refuse to join with 
Christians in repelling Communism. 


Shame on those public teachers who, in pulpit, 


on platform and in pamphlet, decry the existence 
of an organized international, malicious group 
of men — the members of the mystical body of 
Satan — The Invisible Government. 


Shame on those apathetic Christians who, for 
the sake of financial gain, of social prominence 
and of fleeting fame, maintain that it is not 
prudent to oppose the hosts of anti-Christ and 
to join the ranks, cost what it may, of those who 
are defending the principles preached by our God 
and Master. 


Christian unification — a rebirth of Christian 
social action; a revived determination to break 
the bands of our lethargy and indifference — 
for these things I plead, as we rise from the 
tomb of our defeats to unfurl the flag of victory. 


_ Justice for all has specific principles. First, 
it is Christian. Second, it is social. Third, it is 
active. And fourth, it is militant. 


There are qualifications for all who are pre- 
pared to surrender the heresy of naturalism and 
to defend the truth if the ‘supernatural social 
order of Jesus Christ — an order ‘that will not 
be tolerant with error; an order that will not be 
content with indifference, an order composed of 
members who, in the words of Leo XIII (“Lon- 
gin. Oceani”) are determined to cut off familiar 
intercourse not only with the openly wicked, 
but wth those who hide their real character 
under the mask of universal tolerance, of respect 
for all religions, of the mania for reconciling the 
maxims of the gospel with those of the revo- 
lution, Christ with Belial, and the Church of 
God with the state without God.” 


In 1906, long before the Spanish Civil War 
broke out, Pius X addressed a letter to the Church 
of Spain, the contents of which are applicable 
to American Christians. On that occasion — 
thirty years before the revolution — he said: 
“All must remember that nobody has the right 
to remain indifferent, when religion or the public 
welfare are in danger. Those who strive to de- 
stroy religion and civil society aim above all at 
getting control, as far as possible, of the direc- 
tion of public affairs and at having themselves 
elected legislators. It is therefore necessary 
that Christians should strive with all their might 


Pope Benedict XV, after having 
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to avert that danger.” 


Therefore we Christians in America must not 
be indifferent tothe choice of legislators or con- 
gressmen or executives who seek to control our 
nation, 


Justice for all is primarily interested in the 
eternal salvation of the souls of men. We rec- 
ognize, however, that it is most difficult for a 
man to save his immortal soul when he is un- 
justly denied the s of this world. There- 
fore, ‘this justice is likewise interested in the” 
production and the just' distribution of the goods 
of this world — not distribution which is mea- 
sured out by the yardstick of scarcity, but a just 
distribution based upon our ability to produce — 
an ability which in America means plenty for all. 


God gave us plenty — plenty of raw materials, 
plenty of splendid factories, plenty of fields and 
mines, plenty of skilled workmen. : 


If some policy — originating not with God 
but with man — hinders or hampers production 
and distribution, that policy must beat a retreat. 
Its beneficiaries must surrender; for God never 
intended or planned that'a man-made economy 


‘should stand between His people and their just 


share in the goods of the nation where He placed 
them. 

This justice, I repeat, is vitally interested in 
this phase of our political and economic life be- 
cause, through the private control and issuance 
of money, the members of the mystiial body of 
Satan have imposed upon us through this fin- 
ancial power a tremendous handicap which places 
terrible obstacles in the way of those who are 
striving to live the life of a Christian. 


The most brilliant philosopher of all times 
once said (“De Regi Princi. 1-c-15”), “Two things 
are necessary for a good life. The first is vir- 
tuous action . . . The second . . . is the suf- 
ficiency of material goods, the use of which is 
needed for virtuous action.” 


St. Thomas, the prince of philosophers, from 
whom I have just quoted, implies: We are in- 
terested in these things only insofar as politics 
which rule economics and economics which rule 
the production and distribution of goods are 
associated with virtuous action. 

It is true that, in one sense, a priest’s place 
is in the pulpit. But it is likewise true that when 
these subjects to which I have referred are in- 
timately concerned with the salvation of souls, 
their place likewise is in the pulpit. 

Of these things I speak to you today — par- 
ticularly to those of you who are timid, who 
fear being lashed by the tongues and propaganda 
of individuals and groups opposed to Christ and 
His teachings — to the end that you will put 
aside your false prudence and your childish fears. 

The father of lies and his descendants will still 
proclaim through the press over the radio and 
on the silver screen that you stir up the multi- 
tudes; that you incite the mobs; that you are no 
friend of Caesar’s; that you consort with sinners. 
Such charges were leveled against Christ. 


Is the servant better than the Master? 
Are you reluctant to play your part in the 
Church Militant? 


Do you believe that it is possible to acquire 
full personal sanctification for yourself and your 
brothers in Christ when you refrain from doing 
your share in establishing social sanctification 
in a world and in a nat.:n whose policies too 
often are regulated by the ethics and laws which 
originate from the capital of the mystical body 
of Satan? 


Christians unite to win all men to the standard 
of the cross! 


Take courage! Form your ranks in the Church 
Militant! 


This America is Christ’s America. His social 
order must prevail.

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PALESTINE GOES ATHEISTIC —

The Holy Land is once more a tragic land. 
This is due to the United Nation’s proposal to 
partition a land that is geographically, ethno- 
togically, economically, and historically a natural 
unit, into three independent governmental areas: 
a Jewish State; am Arab State; and an interna- 
tionally-governed enclave embodying Jerusalem 
and its environs, This proposal has intensified 
the clash of Zionists and Arabs, 
begun when the Balfour Declar- 
ation was proclaimed in 1917. 

This is a clash of’ nationalisms, 
one of immigrants; the other 
natives whose forbears*made up 
nine-tenths of the population for 
over thirteen centuries. Lord 
Moyne, the British Resident 
. Minister of the Middle East, 
said “the Palestine issue is dyn- 
amite” years before he was killed 
by the Stern Gang (1944) — 
the Gang that killed Count Ber- 
nadotte, whom these Zionist ex- 

% tremists warned on posters to 
“Get Out of Our Country.” Israeli owes its ex- 
istence to the modern Zionist movement. It is a 
secular movement originated by Theodor Herzl, 
a rationalist who was willing to “lead a great 
movement amongst the Jews for their voluntary 
and honorable conversion to Christianity” in re- 
turn for the Pope’s support of his cause (Bio- 
graphy of Theodor Herzl, the Jewish Publication 
Society of America).

In the days before the present century, nearly 
all Jews in Palestine were of the Mizrachi, in- 
tensely religious Orthodox Jews. The influx 
of European immigrants into Palestine that be- 
gan with the promulgation of the Balfour Dec- 
laration —.especially after the advent of Hitler, 
changed the population from religious to non- 
religious, if not actually anti-Jewish as far as 
religion is concerned. This resulted in “clashes 
between the religious and non-religious Jews 
in Tel Aviv,” as noted in the B’nai B’rith Maga- 
zine. 


Representative Frances P. Bolton, Ohio Con- 
gresswoman, reporting to the House after a 
visit abroad as a member of the Foreign Affairs 
sub-Committee, told of the “groups of Orthodox 
Jews in Palestine, strangely inarticulate, who 
told us that to them Zionism is the greatest trag- 
edy ever faced by the Jewish people” (Det. 1, 
1947). Rev. Paul Hutchinson, Editor of The 
Christian’ Century, after praising the material 
improvements wrought by the newcomers, said 
that he found only “a small number of Jewish 
inhabitants in Palestine to have an avowedly 
religious approach. The rest are either vocally 
atheistic or utterly indifferent to the claims of 
religion” (Oct. 1946). 


No Synagogues — No Prayer. 

Isaeli is called a “Jewish State,” yet such it 
is not, if by the term we mean a nation inhabited 
and governed by believers in the teachers of the 
Old Testament, particularly the Torah (five 
Books of Moses). Rabbi Albert Yanow said, in 
The Jewish Advocate (Boston, March 25, 1948), 
that “many Jews in the United States have cer- 
tain false conceptions concerning religious life 
in Palestine. It is widely thought that the Jews 
in Palestine are pious. . . . The majority of set- 
tlements have no synagogues and make no pro- 
vision for traditional prayer. The majority of 
the people do not go to the synagogue of the 
Sabbath ( which has been a legal holiday for 
nearly three decades) . . . Palestine-born Jews 
(who are a small minority) are confronted with 
a long and beautiful tradition that was meaning- 
ful for centuries for Jews throughout the world. 
However the condition and atmosphere which 
gave meaning to this tradition are not present 
in Palestine.” 


The Chief Rabbis of Palestine remonstrated 
against the “terrible offense” of desecrating the 
Sabbath by carrying on a folk-dance on a Friday 
night, in which 25,000 persons participated — a 
profanation comparable to Catholics having a 
dance festival on the eve of Good Friday. 


“The Jewish Comunity of Palestine will not 


\ 
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put up with the attempt made on various oc- 
casions in the past to force on the majority a 
mode of life not.degired by them. It seems that 
religious circles do not wish to accept the fact 
that religion has ceased to determine the Yishuv’s 
(settlement’s) way of life. The vast majority 
of the Jewish community in this country is of 
a secular-minded and modern complexion; its 
views ate free and progressive and so. are its 
form of life. Attempts at imposing other patterns 
of behavior not only amount to coercion, they are 
bound to failure at the outset” (Jewish Affairb, 
Jewish Board of Deputies of South Africa, Aug. 
1947). 


It is this secularist, anti-Jewish religious char- 
acter of Zionism that caused Orthodox Jews to 
refrain from joining the Zionist movement until 
the Hitler slaughter prompted them to affiliate 
with it in order to further the “homeland” in 
Palestine as a place of refuge for their afflicted 
brethren. 


Now that Israeli, the so-called “Jewish State,” 
is a reality, a political battle is on between the 
religious and anti-religious elements for office 
therein, and the shaping of its Constitution. The 
political divisions in Palestine are greater than 
in any other country in the world. This was seen 
in the August, 1944 election of members of As- 
sephat Hanivharim, the Assembly set up through 
the Mandatory Power, Great Britain, after the 
promulgation of the Balfour Declaration. There 


were twenty-four political groups that nominated 
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Communists are untiring fanatics, quick to 
make sacrifices in energy and money to help 
spread their black plague over the world. 


Many movements now being urged upon us 
as being for! our own good are nothing more 
than Communism in disguise. 

Unless the good American people are willing 
to -work and do all possible to awaken their 
friends our liberties will be taken away through 
one trick or another.

Socialist Party Predominates 

Israeli’s election, in January, will be for 120 
new members of Assephat Hanivharim. It is a 
foregone conclusion that the Mapia (Miflegat 
Poale Eretz Israel, “Party Workers of Israel’) 
shall have obtained the largest number of seats 
by the time this gets into print. It is a Socialist 
group that was affiliated with the Second Social- 
ist International until it was dissolved. 


The second largest elected group is expected 
to be the Mapam (abbreviation for Mifleget Po- 
alim Meuhedeth, “The United Workers Party’) 
that is more distinctly Marxist, therefore not 
willing to hold off with maximum demands “be- 
cause huge amounts of private capital are needed 
to build the nation and absorb more immigrants. 





A battle has been raging among Israeli’s po- 
litical groups as to the basic principles if the yet 
unwritten Constitution. The Mizrachi want a 
Jewish State to be religiously Jewish, by insert- 
ing into its Constitution provisions for Sabbath 
and other observances; and for schools that teach, 
and are conducted, according to the Old Testa- 
ment and Talmudic requirements. 


On the other hand, the Mapia, Mapam, Stern- 
ists, Irgunists, Revisionists Communists, and 
other leftist group “will not tolerate clericalism” 
in Israeli, for as The Sentinel says (Chicago, 
Aug. 5th, 1948), “the people of Israeli is further 
from all institutionalized religion than any other 
people in the world.” 


The protest aroused among Jews throughout 
our country, against Judaism being constitu- 
tionally recognized in the “Jewish State,” is of 
such a nature that one would think that they are 
citizens of Israeli as well as the U.S.A. For in- 
stance, the California Jewish Voice said (Los 
Angeles, Aug. 27, 1948), under he caption “Aaron 
Is Rarin’ ” — “We shall not sit lightly back while 
the theocrats seek to unload their baggage of 
ritual chains onto the shoulders of a freedom- 
living, just and gallant people. The compelling 
of a state’s school system by a segment of the 
population within its system; this attempt to 
foist religious canon upon secular institutions 
needs to be met . . . A papacy in Jerusalem is 
no more palatable to us than a papacy in Rome.” 


The priesthood, sacrifices and Temple, called 
for in the Books of Moses, which Orthodox Jews 
naturally desire to reinstate ‘not realizing that 
they have been displaced by: Jesus th Messiah, 
with a new priesthood and Sacrifice, in a Uni- 
versal Church), is scoffed at in The Jewish Voice 
as “Aaron is Rarin’”. The Editor asks: “Have 
we to look forward to the establishment of sac- 
rifices as well?” 


A Serious Problem u 
The situation is serious from a Christian point 
of view. Jerusalem, the city where our Lord shed 
His blood for the salvation of humankind — the 
birthplace of our Church, is 85% controlled at this 
writing by Israeli’s Military Commander with 
troops determined upon making Jerusalem a part 
of Israeli, instead of withdrawing into the terri- 
tory assigned by the United Nations to a Jewish 
State whenever peace is restored in the capital 
of that tragic land. Three governments in a 
10,429 square-mile Palestine, the whole of which 
is a Christian sanctuary, is bad enough; but still 
more objectionable is it to have the UN promised 
enclave, Jerusalem and its environs, controlled 
by a Socalist non-religious Zionist force that has 
less respect for things Christian than it has for 
tradtional Jewsh principles and practices.

their followers to one key position after another. 
Communists in Government and the colleges 
were ordered to recommend their comrades for 
all desirable openings. They were told to locate 
the key jobs, to know when they would be vacant, 


and to pull the strings. Their people always had 
the “best” recommendations. 


First the network placed its economists and 
lawyers. Then it moved its men into publicity 
and public relations. As*the leaders learned 
more about the workings of our bureaucracy, 
they put their people into jobs as personnel di- 
rectors. Assistant_directors proved even better 
for the purpose. These officials were never in the 
headlines. But they saw the incoming appli- 
cations; they could weed out thase with an anti- 
Communist record in college, or “expedite” those 
who submitted recommendations with key names 
or had key experience to identify them. 


Administrative Assistants were another im- 
portant link. Top officials in Government de- 
partments make speeches but are shielded from 
knowledge of what goes on in their agencies. 
Th administrative assistant decides whom the 
chief will see, what correspondence he will sign, 
what reports he will read, and whether or not 
complaints shall be brought to his attention. 


Some of the people who were placed by the 
network were “innocents”; some were dreamy 
revolutionists; most were cold, cynical men who 
noticed that those whom the network favored 
advanced rapidly to the highest jobs. Many who 
were temporarily enmeshed by the network 
found their way out without much trouble. But 
the network grew because vacant places were 
promptly filled by new recruits from the colleges. 


When war came the veterans of eight years 
of conspiracy reached the highest policy levels. 
Always an invisible force was pushing the fav- 
ored higher. It was easier after Hitler attacked 


Russia. 
III 


Communist agents penetrated the unions, took 
over the funds, the press, the legal staffs; and 
industrial bitterness mounted. 


Men chosen. by the network began to direct 
American policy on every controversial question. 
As a reward they gained control of the political 
conduct of the war. 


Our victorious armies halted where Stalin 
wished. His followers managed Dumbarton 
Oaks, UN, UNRRA, our Polish and Spanish 
policies. They gave Manchuria and Northern 
Korea to Communism. They demoted General 
Patton, and wrote the infamous instructions un- 
der which General Marshall was sent to China. 
They dismantled German industry, ran the Nu- 
remberg trials and even sought to dictate. our 
economic policy in Japan. 

Their greatest victory was the “Morgenthau 
Plan”. 

The planned destruction of German economy 


has further weakened Western Europe and will 
cost every family in the United States a share 


of $18 billions to repair part of the damage

through ERP. What more could the heads of 
the network have done for their masters? 


After the war was decided, the network moved 
the men on the chessboard to UN, UNRRA, the 
International Bank; then to positions in our 
colleges where they teach future Government 
employees, and to foundatiom which control the 
grants the colleges so desperately need. 


IV 
Why didn’t someone in the Government expose 


this state of affairs? Many tried, but they were 
silenced, or, if persistent, they were smeared 


by the branches of the network that worked 


through the press. 


The Dies Committee located the carriers of 
infection, and therefore was given the most vi- 
cious smearing of all. 


President Truman was given $26 million to 
root out “disloyalty”, but the hand of the network 
is all over the “loyalty investigaion”. There 
we no good reason for investigating all Govern- 
ment employees. That was the Communist way 
of “helping” the investigation. (The only proper 
procedure is to have a board review the evidence 
in the FBI files, and dismiss every employee 
who associated with members of the Network. 
No one has a “right” to Federal employment, if 
he has no sense.) 


We do not need more laws; we cannot enforce 
those we have, because the cold eyes of NK VD 
officials always find the openings where their 
agents can penetrate into enforcement agencies, 
or induce members of the press to help with 
propaganda about “red-baiting”. 


We are not concerned with a judicial problem 
of the guilt or innocence of individuals — except 
in the matter of perjury. We do not want any 
spy trials which will be lost before they are be- 
gun. Our problem is political. How can we get 
evidence about the top level of the Moscow- 


‘directed army which is within our gates? 


The Congress has done excellent work, but we 
do not yet see the size of the task before it. 
What we need from Congress is a complete 
set of intelligence reports. We want to know 
all the links through which Communism works, 
the “chain of command”, the infinite variety of 
its camouflage and propaganda devices. If Con- 


gress gives us the pattern by which infilration © 


of administration has succeeded, the American 
people will find the political means to end for- 
ever the work of the NKVD on American soil.
